Sonya appointed Susan as the
new Deputy Register of Deeds.

David Willbrant, Public Works Administrator, reported on routine matters. He will be opening bids for fuel

contracts. Advertising will be published in all county newspapers. The Board asked that a meeting be set up
with the Airport Authority. This meeting has been added to the January 28" agenda. The Board agreed that

the rates charged for work done by Public Works should be the same for every township.
